Over 100 Major Projects Add Well- 
Distributed Farm-To-Market Lines 


Jackson—Rural telephone expansion in Mississippi reached one 
of its peak years in 1958, according to representatives of the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company, who report the completion 
of approximately 190 major rural telephone projects in a well distri- 
buted pattern serving rural areas throughout the length and breadth 
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100 new rural customers were 
added in the farming area ad- 
jacent to the Alcorn Cou ty center 
of Corinth. 

Late in the summer, new rural 
telephone facilities were placed in 
service at Loyd Star. At a cost of 
approximately 100,000 dollars, 
service was supplied for some 186 
additional farm families in this

Among the lałt of the rural 
telephone projects to be com- 
pleted during 1953, was one at 
Burnsville, on the extreme north- 
ern border of Mississippi, where 
facilities to serve approximately 
125 new rural customers were 
placed in service. 

In the interval between 
celebrations the big parade of 
new projects moved on, the spot- 
light shifting north to south and 
east to west throughout the 50 
or more counties where rural tele- 
phone facilities were extended 
and improved during the past 12 
months. 

A few of the many other places 
spotlighted during the year due to 
rural telephone activity were: 

In Lauderdale County, a project 
was put in service along Highway 
45 South of Meridian to furnish 
rural telephones for 125 additional 
fainilies and business places. 

At Houston, in Chickasaw Coun- 
ty, to serve 125 new rural cus-

In Pearl River County a project 
extending castward from Picayune 
serves approximately 200 new 
eustomers. 

At Saltillo, in Lee County, about 


(250 new rural subscribers in town 


and in the Birmingham Ridge 
Road area received new tele- 
phones. This project, along with 
one serving approximately 75 © 8- 
tomers west of Baldwyn and 
others completed previously, gave 
Lee County one of the most com- 


t plete rural telephone systems in 
ith State. 


In the southwest section of Ne- 
shoba County, 175 new rural cus- 
tomers were added to the exchange 
at Philadelphia. 

In the area surrounding Wig- 


lvins in Stone County dial opera- 


lion replaced magneto and 150 
new rural customers were added. 

Other places in the spotlight 
during the year, due to one phase 
or another of rural telephone 
aclivily were: Louisville, in Win- 
ston County; Brandon, in Rankin 
County; Lowndes County’s princi- 
pal city, Columbus; and the J: nes 
County communities of Moselle 


and Estabutchie. 

Extension and improvement of 
rural telephone facilities were 
made also in Tate County, around 
Senatobia; around Winona in 
Montgomery County; in the Scott 
County area around Forest, and 
at Dundee, where around 100 resi- 
dents of Tunica County received 
new rural telephones, completing 
coverage of the Southern half of 
the County. Since most of he 
farming area in the upper half of 
the county had already been cover- 
ed, completion of the Dundee pro- 
ject gave the county nearly 100 
per cent telephone service. 

Quitman County saw additional 
rural telephone activity around 
Marks, as did the Marshall County 
area surroun.ing Slayden; and 


area, which is near Brookhaven. 

A few weeks later a rural tele- 
phone celebration was held at 
Knoxo in Walthall County. This 
event, attended by some 600 
people, marked the completion of 
the final project in a series of 
jobs which boosted the total num- 
ber of rural subscribers connected 
to the Tylertown exchange from 
12 to more than 300 since 1945. 


November saw the completion 
of a 175,900 Glo project to 
serve over 37 new rural tele- 


phone FuEGHIOER in the vicinity of 
Bogue Chitto, where a rural dial 
switching unit was placed in sery- 
ice. This equipment, which is of 
a type that has been extremely 
useful in extending telephone serv- 
ice throughout Mississippi's farm- 
ing areas, is the connecting point 
for service in thar area. ' 

The dial switching unit at Bogue 
Chitto was one of four such units 
installed in Mississippi within four 
weeks late lust fall, and is one of 
twenty of its kind to be placed in 
service in the State since Decem- 
ber 1949. 

Already approve. for installa- 
tion as part of Southern Bell's 
rural improvement schedvie for 
1964 at locations in Mississippi 
are three additional dial switching 
units. They will be installed in 
connection with 
projects at „orman, near Port 
Gibson; Roxie, near Fayette and 
at Smithdale, out of McComb. Still 
other units are planned for use 
with other rural expansion pro- 
jects at other locations in Missis- 
sippi. 

The projects mentioned here 
and meny others are part of 
Southern Bell's plan for continued 
expansion of rural telephone tacili- 
ties in the State. This statewide 
expansion job has cost the tele- 
phone company in Mississ*ppi over 
15 million dollars since 1946 and 
has increased the numoer of tele- 


phones in our rural areas from 
8335 on December 31, 1945 to 
over 41,00° today. e
